Conditions Growing Worse. 
Conditions had become considerably 
worse at 2 o’clock - his morning, par­ 
ticularly in the south and east sec­ 
tions. 
In the old ‘Latin quarter the 
situation was critical. The sidewalk 
of the Quai des Grandee Augustins 
collapsed and fell into the Orleans 
Company’s -tunnel 
beneath, 
further 
extending the flood through -the an­ 
cient streets, particularly the Rue de 
Jacob and around the Institute of 
France. 
Water Still Rising. 
Another day has passed, but he in­ 
exorable yellow tide still creeps slow­ 
ly higher, each inch of -water widely 
extending the 
area 
of 
destruction, 
desolation and 
ruin. 
Although the 
barometer is rising rapidly and bright 
sunshine today succeeded the raging 
storms, a feeling of consumation 
Iwdering on panic prevailed tonight 
when the authorities, who yesterday 
promised the maximum of the flood 
for today, announced that this would I 
not be reached until tomorrow. 
Official figures as to -.he stage of 
water are difficult to obtain, and the 
city council at a stormy session to­ 
night charged M. 'Lepine, Perfect of 
'Pci ice, 
with 
withholding 
the true 
gravity cf he situation. 
-In the meantime, what is happening 
is enough to strike terror to the heart 
of all. The very cruet of -the city 
seems reaiy to sink into the flooded 
sum terra nean laby rin h beneath. -Ev­ 
ery hour drains are bursting in new 
localities, causing a subsidence of 
the streets, or bulging them up sev­ 
eral feet above -their normal level, 
■while the overflow of surface water 
from the river is transforming the 
inundated district sin o formidable 
lakes and the streets into canals. 
Soldiers at Work. 
Soldiers are 'working desperately 
by the aid of -torches, -disentangling 
diiftwood above the Solferino and 
Henry IV Bridges, while large forces 
of men are stil lengaged in construct­ 


ing dams *.o divert the course of the 
swiftly moving currents. 
There was a further shut-down of 
electric light plants tonight, leaving 
the city in semi-dark ness. The relief 
■work is proceeding bravely, none be­ 
ing refused food or shelter. Archbish­ 
op Ameriette has ordered prayers in 
all the churches and a collection tak­ 
en for -the victims. 
Think Worst Past 
Owing to defective communication 
with the provinces few dispatches 
have been received here, but these re­ 
port a general improvement. Weather 
hardships 
every'where 
throughout 
France have ameliorated and it is be­ 
lieved hat -the worst of the flood is 
•past. 
Ko Americans are reported injur­ 
ed. The artists and students for the 
most part live in the Latin quarter, 
which is on high ground, and the 
richer Americans generally reside in 
the neighborhood of the iRue de I’ 
Etoile, the highest portion of the 
city. 
The boulevard life of the gay Par­ 
isian has

newspaper, financed, 
published 
and 
edited by Indians for Indians in the 
Indian language, is an enterprise that 
will lie launched in Muskogee aboil: 
the middle of 'February. The plant 
has already 
been liougbt, and as 
soon as Ft is delivered the paper 
will be started. It is backed by -the 
prominent .Indians of the Five Civil­ 
ized Tribes. Augustus E. 
Ivey, 
a 
well known 
Cherokee 
writer 
and 
newspaper man, will edit the paper. 
The name of the new publication 
will be ‘VDegwanns Ahohee a,” which 
is Cherokee -for -Farm and Fireside. 
The paper will lie published for -the 
purpose of conveyin-g to -the Indians 
important news effecting their inter­ 
ests especially the business affairs 
of the tribes and the government. It 
•will be an eight-page, six-column pa­ 
lier published 
weekly. 
It 
will 
be 
prin ed in Gheioke-e, Creek and Choc­ 
taw, with some English matter. The 
Cherokee .will lie 
printed 
in 
the 
Cherokee characters, while the Creek 
and Choctaw will 'be printed in Eng­ 
lish letters. 
The palier will be non­ 
political. 
This enterprise has the encour­ 
agement cf all the Indian chiefs and 
many praminen; Indians have agreed 
to put money behind it. The Indians 
feel that they need such a publication 
and 'this is particularly true since the 
suspension of the Cherokee ‘Advocate 
which had been a national organ and 
a ‘household necessity with Che full- 
blood Cherokees for nearly a half 
cen ary. The average fuU-blood In­ 
dian knows nothing of what is go­ 
ing on outside his immediate neigh­ 
borhood, and especially as to legisla­ 
tion and regulations 
effecting 
his 
property. It .is to convey to him in­ 
formation that he should have that 
his imper is to lie established and 
maintained. 


Washington, Jan. 27.—Taking the 
view that the flood raging in 'France, 
and especially In PaTis, Is an inter­ 
national as well as a national calam­ 
ity, officials of the United States gov­ 
ernment are planning o join in meas­ 
ures of relief.

Representative 
Richard W. Austin introducing in the 
house a resolution directing Presi­ 
dent Taft to ex end to the president 
of France the sympathy of congress. 
Here is President Taft’s message 
to President ‘FaMeres: 
“Is there any manner 
in

through the (National Red Cross or 
otherwise, apprpriate expression could 
be made of the sympathetic distress 
with which the people and govern­ 
ment of the United States learn of 
the reported calamities which floods 
are causing your beautiful and his­ 
torical capital, as well as in the 
provinces of France? 
“Meanwhile I offer you the sincer- 
es 
sympathy and the most ardent 
wishes that the cause of these dis­ 
asters may soon abate.’* 
The French Emlmssy here is with­ 
out news of the latest developments 
in Paris or the region of the flood.

The total tonnage 
of ail! grades of coal minded during 
that dime was 1,860,0*23, to accomplish 
wMdh required the services of 5,107 
iraimers 2,117 inside laborers and 1,- 
195 outside or top laborers** taking the 
total number of men employed in and 
around Oklahoma coal mines 8,419 


There were twen yntlwee fatal ac- 


cWents and seventy-two noii-'fatal ac- 
cident and seventy-towo non-fatal ac- 
cidents wllto ten women and twenty- 
sdx children left widows and orphans 
a sthe result of foe fatal accidents 
One moo was Mlled ifor every 80,- 
870 56 tons of coal mined, and one 
Injuired for every 25,833 56 tons min- 
ed. There .were 97 470 kegs of yowd- 
er used, which, made nineteen tons of 
coal produced for every k»g of powd- 
er iised Black powder being the on- 
ly explosive reported IU> the mine in- 
spectors office, no estimate IB made 
In regard to dynamite and other ex- 
plosives 


Coal in Nine Counties. 


Ooal was produced, in nine Okla- 


homa coun ies 'PJttsburg, Latimer 
LeFlore, Ofcmulgee (Haskell, Tulsa, 
Eogei s Craig and Wagonei The veins 
worked vary in thickness firom twen- 
ty-nine inches to sevenby-4 three Inches. 


Three miners were prosecuted and 


convicted for crossing dead lines, and 
one engineer was convicted and fin- 
ed ifor working iwithout a certificate 
Thiee mine oifficials pleaded guilty 
to -uolating the sho-flring law One 
official was acquitted and itiwo min- 
ers forfetied Cheir bonds for the same 
offense 


A steady growth in the l«ad and 


zinc industry is shown by tHe fact 
that 17,417 ons of lead and zinc con- 
centrates were produced during the 
same period To accomplish IIMs re- 
qufce*. the- «eBuiee». ofr 254-, miners 
actually engaged in taking out ore 
not taking into account the large 
number of men- engaged in the con- 
centra Jng plants nor those employed 
an non-produchig mines or in pros- 
pecting. 


In the lead and zanc field of Oflta- 


wa county twelve new concentrating 
plants were erected during this per- 
iod, nine new mines opened uip sev- 
en new air-shafts sunk three mines 
abandoned, one mill destroyed 
by 


fire anj one bv a boiler explosion 
Two men were killed dn the produc- 
tion of lead and zinc, lea-ramg two 
windows and foui children The pro- 
duction was 8,70*8 5 tons for every 
deal'h 


Asphalt and Gypsum. 


The report of imdscellaneous mining 


operations shows a production of 3 - 
052 tons of asphalt requiring the ser- 
vices of sixty-tflve men The report 
states that iyro=pec Jng for gold teas 
been prosecuted with renewed vigor 
in the Wichii a mountain region, in 
Kiowa countj. and reports of a num- 
ber of assays are attached showing a 
vary profitable run at gold in t>he 
ores submitted 


The oil inspec ion department In- 


spected 97 705 5 barrels of oil and 40- 
808 5 barrels of gasoline, 
and col- 


lected as fees far inspections $13 - 
892.70, of which $10,90129 was turn- 
ed into the state treasury and J3 - 
OS141 paid out to deputies The ex- 
pense of the office was only $1196 60 
leaving p net revenue to the sta e of 
$9 705 29. 


The oil and gas department, creat- 


ed by the last legislature, did not be- 
gJn iwork untul April, 1909 and re- 
pci.itB for the *hTee months covered 
by this repor that «here were 1043 
wells drilled, of which 868 iwere oil 
wells twenty-eight gas >wells and 167 
dry holes The total amount of oil 
produced and sold tor that period 
based on repori s of the pipe line, 
companies and miscellaneous tax car 
shipments, was ^ 11,751,936 93 barrels 


There aie 273 commercial gas wells 


and wt is estimated tha during the 
ti-ne covered by this report there were 
19465588450 cubic feet of gas con- 
sumed. The total estimated value of 
he gas weJls Is 1,225,271,700 cubic 
feet, and it Is estlma ed that there 
is a dailv consumption of 215 173 205 
cubic feet, based on the reports of 
the gas inspectors
